HEN the Publishers’ Weekly 
printed in February “A Few

sellers” the advertising manager of a large 
ublishing firm read it over carefully and 
nook his head.

Indeed, many answers to the questions 
were received, most of them candid, re- 
vealing, and filled with a genuine interest 
in closer, more efficient cooperation be- 
tween the bookseller and publisher. with 
the publisher’s salesmen as liaison officers. 
The bookseller’s desire to have the traveler 
be, in truth, the publisher’s representative, 
not just his salesman, was clearly set forth 
in many replies.

“Merely... selling 
books!’ The indict- 
ment is a harsh. one. 
It means that in the 
eyes of the book- 
seller, publishers 
and their travelers are failing to measure 
up to their possibilities. Every publisher 
knows that it is not the number of copies he 
can sell to the bookseller, but the number 
the bookseller can sell to the public, that 
makes his books successes or failures. Never- 
theless, his attitude in sales conferences is 
calculated to impress his salesmen with the 
idea of selling the bookseller as many books 
as possible. It is a realization of this fact 
that lies behind the statement of a large 
proportion of booksellers: that they do not 
feel much reliance on what the salesmen 
say concerning their books.

This is not the prejudiced carping of a 
dissatisfied. few, nor is.it stated in any spirit 
of hostility, Alt is a: good-humored . state- 


ment of a fact that seems to be recognized 


by representative booksellers, in all, parts of . 


the country. For this reason it deserves 
serious consideration. 

The booksellers want the publishers’ 
salesmen to call on them. They depend 
on these salesmen for their information 
concerning forthcoming books. Yet they 
find it difficult to rely on what the sales- 
men have to say. 
is one that affects all three parties con- 
cerned: bookseller, traveler, and publisher. 


The traveler believes his task is to sell the 


bookseller as many books as he can be per- 
suaded. to buy.. The. bookseller feels this, 
and,altho he. may think the traveler a very 
nice fellow. personally, he adopts in. self 
defense the motto, “I’d rather wait and 
see!” His initial orders are small, and the 
publisher fumes, Travelers’ salaries and 
expenses are large items for the publisher. 
Yet he knows he must send salesmen out 
if he wishes to interest the booksellers in 
his publications; and in his heart he feels 
that if only booksellers were not such 
grasping curmudgeons they would buy 
enough books from the traveler during his 
visit to make that visit pay. 

So. long as. the publisher holds that 
secret hope; so. long as he continues to 
“kick against the pricks” of the hard, and 
to him unpleasant, fact of the bookseller’s 
caution; just so long will the present situa- 
tion remain unchanged. As soon as he 
accepts the fact, however, and makes his 
travelers true representatives of his house 
who can give the bookseller aid snd infor- 
mation without feeling it necessary to use 
superlatives in speaking of every book, or 
to express an optimism they do not own, 
or to conceal their honest. opinion concern- 
ing a.book’s merits and possibilities—just 
so soon will the bookseller cease to mis- 
trust the traveler. At that time thé ad- 
vance sales of good books may be expected 
to rise, and the advance sale of “plugs” to 
decline. The publisher can divert some of 
the energy now expended in trying to sell 
books to the bookseller, into the more im- 
portant field of helping the bookseller sell 
his books to the public. 

A striking example of energy wasted at 
present, a waste due to the publisher’s

The resulting ‘problem. . 
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short- sightedness, is brought out in a per- 
tinent suggestion, offered independeptly by 
Every publi oe 
to considerable time, labor, and ae is 
equip. his. travelers with information and 
ideas concerning each book, which they 
can use in persuading the bookseller to 
order stock. The intellect and imagina- 
tion of the editor and the sales and adver- 
tising managers go into preparing the 
salesmen. ‘The salesmen deliver it to the 
ear of the bookseller; and, except for what 
goes later into the publisher’s general ad- 
vertising, all that selling effort and mate- 
rial is lost. 

t is an idea for turning this, loss to gain 
that several booksellers have offered: Mr 
Kroch, of Kroch’s International Bookstore 
in Chicago, expresses the thought as fol- 
lows: “At the time when we place ou 
orders with the salesmen we very often re 
ceive certain information which offers u 
usual selling points. While not ni 
for the general public, they are very he 
ful to make sales, but often when the stoc 
arrives these points are forgotten. For thi 
reason it would be helpful if the publish 
ers would supply with the bills several 
cards, on. which such selling points might 
be printed. Those cards would be dis- 
tributed among the sales people, and could 
also be used as stock records for the pur- 
pose of reordering. 

“I realize the additional expense and 
work connected with such a system, but 
am convinced that this effort would repa 
in more intelligent service to the public.’ 

Brockman’s, of Charlotte, North Caro- 
lina, says, “We should like all publishers 
to adopt a uniform plan of attaching to 
every invoice a 3 x 5 or 4 x 6 slip giving 
a synopsis of each book invoiced, and sell- 
ing points of each book.” 

Since such cards would not be delivered 
till the books themselves, it is possible for 
the salesman to inquire of the bookseller 
whether he desires the cards, and if so, the 
exact number. This would eliminate the 
wasted money and effort that publishers 
have encountered in the past when they 
have attempted to broadcast sheets of sales- 
material to the bookstores. 

The plan is one designed to make the 
publisher’s selling efforts strike twice: once 
with the bookseller, and again with the 
bookseller’s customers. For the bookseller’s 
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primary interest is not buying books but 
selling them; and whatever is of first im- 
portance to the bookseller is also of first 
importance to the publisher. A clearer 
realization of this fact, and a selling policy 
moulded upon it, are the fundamental 
requisites of efficient cooperation between 
publisher and bookseller. 

As an intrument for this cooperation 
there stands the publisher’s traveler, ready, 
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when the publisher commands him, to form 
the connecting personal link between the 
two great branches of the book-trade— 
ready to go from the publisher to the book- 
seller not with the purpose of “merely 
selling books,’ but with information and 
ideas that will help the latter to perform 
better the function that is vital to both: 
the function of interesting the public in his 
books sufficiently to purchase them.

has just been completed at the U. S. Census 
Bureau. When the Census Bureau made 
public, a few months ago, the preliminary 
figures on Printing and Publishing from 
the Manufacturers’ Census of 1923 it was 
obliged to omit what is, from the stand- 
point of the book-trade, the most interest- 
ing element in the statistics, viz., the tabu- 
lation of the production of new books by 
character of publication.

It was only at the beginning of May 
that the analysis of book output was com- 
pleted in manuscript form. Printed copies 
of the complete sectional report on the 
printing and publishing industry will prob- 
ably not be available before July 1, but the 
Publishers’ Weekly has been enabled to ob- 
tain, in advance, tables showing the num- 
ber of copies of books issued, by subject 
classifications and a comparison of these 
figures with records of output at the inter- 
vals of previous censuses, namely 1921, 
1919, and 1914. 

Just here, it may be noted that the mat- 
ter of policy in book classification has been 











_ was: 30,014,162 volumes. 
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a burning issue in each successive Manu- 
facturers’ Census and the 1923 project was 
no exception in this respect. The Census 
Bureau is under constant pressure to 
change its book classifications and receives 
great numbers of suggestions for rearrange- 
ments. Many of the changes requested are 
manifestly impracticable, but in making up 
the printing and publishing schedule for 
the 1921 census, the officials decided to in- 
crease the book classifications from eight to 
ten. Accordingly there were added ‘““Gen- 
eral Literature” and “Sociology and Eco- 
nomics.””’ When it came to compilation 
and publication of results, however, segre- 
gation of these subjects was not carried 
out. Consequently the 1921 published re- 
port shows the standard eight classifications 
that had been listed in previous enumera- 
tions. 

The 1923 schedule carried the expanded 
classification as did the 1921 blank. But 
this year the plan is to make partial use of 
the separation and to publish the separate 
figures for one of the added classes, gen- 
eral literature, omiting sociology. It is 
obvious that due allowance must be made 
for this in comparing the 1923 apportion- 
ment with the smaller number of separa- 
tions of previous years. That is to say, 
the apparent decrease in the output of 
books listed as “‘all others” is explained by 
the withdrawal of the books placed in the 
“general literature” classification. The 
“all other” total includes, however, the 
production of books on sociology and eco- 
nomics, even tho these were returned 
separately by publishers in their reports to 
the Census. 


Slump In Educational Books 


The total number of books and pam- 
phlets published in 1923 was 359,391,018, 
a 10% increase over 1921. Education is 
the one classification that shows a sharp 
slump in production in the latest period 
and furnished, in 1923, only 26.8 per cent 
of the total output, whereas in 1921 edu- 
‘cational works formed more than 50 per 
cent of the total output and in 1919 and 
likewise in 1914 the educational contribu- 
tion was above 29 per cent of the total. 

Fiction is shown as working back to pre- 
‘war proportions, but is still unexpectedly 
below 1914. The output of copies in 1923

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set over against a 1914 aggregate of 
39,598,501. For the 1923 analysis we 
have fiction contributing 8.4 per cent of 
the total. In 1921 it was 6.6 per cent; in 
1919 it was 9.6 per cent and in 1914 it 
was 22.6 per cent. It might have been 
expected that the greatly increased sales of 
reprint fiction would have tipped this the 
other way. 

General literature, which appears as a 
separate classification for the first time, is 
credited with 61,915,885 volumes or 17.2 
per cent of the total. ‘There is evidence 
at the Census Bureau that some of the pub- 
lishing houses reporting found some diffi- 
culty in determining just what titles they 
should include in “general literature,” but 
errors of judgment in this quarter are not 
serious ‘inasmuch as items withheld from 
general literature will almost inevitably 
find their way into “all other.” 


Increase In History and Juvenile Books 


History was, in 1923, at the peak of 
production. The proportion of history in 
the total book output in 1923 did not, how- 
ever, equal the 1919 record. It was 1.8 
per cent in 1923 as against 2.5 per cent in 
1919. In 1921 history had but four-tenths 
of one per cent of the total and in 1924 it 
was 1.4 per cent. 

Juveniles not only showed a_ most 
notable increase of production in 1923 but 
continued to maintain an all but unique 
record among the classes of literature,— 
namely one of steady and uninterrupted 
progression from census period to census 
period. An even more interesting fact in 
connection with juveniles is that after re- 
maining for seven years almost stationary 
in the proportion of total book output, 
juveniles have, in this latest inventory, 
shot sharply ahead. In 1914 juveniles 
made up 9.4 per cent of the total book 
production. In 1919 the ratio was 9.7 
per cent. The year 1921 brought it back 
to 9.4 per cent. The year 1923 sends it 
to 13.8 per cent. 

Law books show their most pronounced 
rate of increase during the last census 
period. To be sure, this class constituted 
in 1923 just 1 per cent of the total which 
was precisely what it did in 1914. How- 
ever, the 1923 output ran up to 3,662,777 
volumes in contrast to 1,701,602 in 1914. 
Poetry and drama does not do much more _ 
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than hold its own in numerical count and 
does not do even that in maintaining its 
proportion of the total output. 

The religion and theology group which 
showed in 1921 a recession from the 1919 
record is revealed in 1923 as not.only hay- 
ing recovered all lost ground but as hav- 
ing attained a new high point for produc- 
tion in any single year. Religion and 
theology made up, in 1923, 13.4 per cent 
of the total book output. This propor- 
tion is not so favorable as the 14.5 per 
cent attained in 1919 but it contrasts 
creditably with the 9.4 per cent in 1921 
and breaks about even with 13.9 per cent 
in 1914. 

“All other” the catch-all classification 
for books that do not fall into any of the 
established groups is difficult to esti- 
mate because of the fact, previously 
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noted, that a “general literature’ classifi- 
cation has been injected which draws 
most heavily from this class. ‘All other” 
in 1923 totaled 60,002,141 volumes, 
which may be translated as 16.7 per cent 
of the total. In 1921 this classification 
made up 22.2 per cent of the whole; in 
1919 31.9 per cent of the total; and in 
1914, 21.5 per cent. 

Census officials state that as soon as the 
book-trade has had an opportunity to study 
the latest tabulation it will be glad to re- 
ceive suggestions for changes, additions or 
modifications in the scheme of classifica- 
tion to be followed in the next census. 
The general policy is to condense census 
questionnaires in the interest of prompt 
returns and speedy tabulation, but it is not 
the desire to omit any separation of infor- 
mation that the trade would find useful. 


A Bookselling Traveler in the Orient 


How Harry M. Snyder Does it!

T is one thing when the 

doorman at the Grand 

Palace Hotel in Pitts- 
burgh, for example, says 
“Goodbye, Mr. Hanks,” 
with a smart salute, after 
Mr. Hanks, the traveling 
salesman, has had smiling 
benisons from most of the 
hotel employees from the 
pal-like assistant manager down to Shorty, 
the bell hop, 

Traveling salesmen enjoy, as a peculiar 
perquisite, this fame in hotel lobbies along 
their routes; but it is quite another thing 
when a hotel attendant recognizes you at 
the dock in Honululu; the assistant mana- 
ger of a Manila hotel drops his pen to 
carry the baggage of Mr. Snyder; and 
hotel clerks in Tokio and Shanghai and 
other Oriental towns: ‘greet you before you 
register and say, “Would you like the same 
room, Mr. Snyder?” 

Mr. Snyder—Harry M. Snyder, of 
2 West 45th Street, New York City— 
spends six months of every year traveling 





from one Oriental metropo- 
lis to another, and like all 
professional long distance 
travelers he has adopted the 
genial habit of asking for the 
same room and the same 
attendants in each hotel. 
Since 1919 the same table 
boy has waited upon Mr. 
Snyder both in Manila and 
Tokio; and the obsequious clerk of the 
Manila hotel was a former porter whom 
Mr. Snyder befriended several years ago 
by including with his tip a small Ameri- 
can dictionary, from which the ambitious 
young Filipino learned English and won 
himself an executive job. 


That dictionary was from Mr, Snyder’s 
stock of samples, and no doubt the philan-— 


thropy caused publicity that brought about 
the heavy sale of similar dictionaries thru 
the Philippines. 

And what publishing house does Mr. 
Snyder represent as Oriental drummer? 
Nearly all of the larger American firms. 

Along in May his sample trunks are 
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packed in New York with single samples 
of every American book for which he 
thinks there is a worth-while market in 
the Orient. He has eight big sample 
trunks, especially built. 

Six years ago when he was sales mana- 
ger for Dodd, Mead & Company, Mr. 
Snyder was inspired with the idea that the 
Orient was totally neglected by the Ameri- 
can book-trade. The entire Orient really 
was served with American books thru San 
Francisco bookshops, and then only acci- 
dentally, on chance orders. 

He believed there would not be enough 
business to justify a selling trip for one 
publishing house, and, with a_ holiday 
cruise in one corner of his head and a real 
desire to try out his idea in the other, he 
proposed the venture to Putnams, Scrib- 
ners, Doubleday, Houghton, eight or ten 
of the larger publishers, and each and 
everyone, with a geniality peculiar to the 
publishing business, said “Go to it!” (Per- 
haps the phraseology used was more 
erudite. ) 

On his first trip he could have sold his 
samples in every city in which he called 
on booksellers. None of the Oriental 
hotels has sample rooms, and it was a new 
idea over there to call at an hotel to look 
over a line of goods. ‘The storekeepers 
thought they were buying the samples when 
they placed orders for all of the books 
shown, and in several cases they sent their 
porters to fetch Mr. Snyder’s trunks to 
their stores. 

Now they know American ways, and he 
knows their wants. In many cases he has 
authority to make purchases of new books 
appearing during the six months of the year 
he spends in New York. As a rule the 
Oriental bookshops exhibit latest Ameri- 
can works about the same time, or not 
long after, the books are out in the United 
States. Mr. Snyder takes many new fall 
books with him when he leaves in June, 
and cabled orders enable publishers to make 
shipments a few weeks ahead of 
American distribution. 

John Galsworthy’s latest 
novel, “The White Monkey,” 
for sale in. the United States on 
October 24, was being examined 
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on Honululu bookshelves by the public on 
the same date. 

“The first thought is, of course, that it 
is the buying by American and English 
readers in the Orient that constitutes my 
trade,” said Mr. Snyder. “Even publish- 
ers have found it hard to believe that of 
the large stocks of books in the English 
language that I have shipped to the Orient, 
most of them go into the libraries of 
Japanese, Chinese, Filipinos and Hawai- 
ians, all eager students and all keen for 
the latest western thought. 

“The demand in the Orient is for seri- 
ous books. I take with me few novels. 
My trade has grown yearly, and not even 
the great earthquake has hindered my busi- 
ness this year. The civil war in China did 
prevent my getting to Peking this fall, and 
it’s hard to believe that two Peking book- 
sellers made the precarious journey of 
1,000 miles to Shanghai to see me there 
and give me orders. 

“Japan is a heavy buyer of books from 
England. The orders are placed direct 
with London, as none of the English pub- 
lishers has a traveling representative in the 
Far East. The smaller size cheap editions 
of England cost less than American, and 
for this reason Zane Grey, George Barr 
McCutcheon, James Oliver Curwood and 
other American authors have a wide sale 
in the Orient under the imprint of London 
publishing houses.” 

The bulk of Mr. Snyder’s trade is with 
Japan, and about ninety per cent of that 
with Japanese bookshops and department 
stores. There are only two non-Japanese 
booksellers in the Nipponese Empire, a 
Methodist book concern in Tokio and an 
English drug store in Kobe. 

Another matter in Mr. Snyder’s experi- 
ence as a traveling. salesman is different 
from the usual procedure—his wife goes 
along on his selling trips. 

Mah Jong was one of the discoveries of 
Mr, Snyder on his first trip to the Orient, 
and he introduced the game to 
American publishing houses, 
and has written one of the 
textbooks. It is still a highly 
contentious matter who intro- 
duced the game to this country.

First Reports from Chicago Are Most Enthusiastic 


HE prophecy of the Mid- 

dle West that the Book- 

sellers’ Convention would 
be bigger than ever if it were : 
more accessible to Western booksellers 
seems to have been fulfilled. First reports 
from the Convention are that the Chicago 
Convention has broken the records for at- 
tendance and that the Drake Hotel, right 
on the shore of Lake Michigan, provides 
the most luxurious quarters that Conven- 
tion delegates have ever had. 

The Booksellers’ Convention has as its 
guests this year Basil Blackwell of Oxford, 
one of the best known of English book- 
sellers, A. H. Jarvis of Ottawa, president 
of the Canadian Booksellers’ and Sta- 
tioners’ Association, Grace Tremeer, execu- 
tive secretary of the Association of Cana- 
dian Bookmen, the recently formed organi- 
zation of Canadian book publishers. The 
Convention extended an enthusiastic recep- 
tion to these guests. Ellis Meyers, the new 
executive secretary of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association, was also enthusiastic- 
ally received. 

The Women’s National Booksellers’ 
Association presented Walter McKee, presi- 
dent of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation, with a gavel. The National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers had some time 
previous to the Convention announced a 
contest to determine what “More and Bet- 
ter Bookselling’” means, and booksellers 
were urged to take part. The first prize 
of $50 for the best article on “Practical 
Ideas for More and Better Bookselling in 
My Store” was awarded to A. H. Jarvis 
of Ottawa; the second prize of $25 was 
awarded to Mrs. Lulu S. Teeter of the 
Morris Sanford Company of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa; and the third prize of $10 to Charles 
L. Pollard of Topeka, Kansas. 

The Board of Trade presented to the 
Convention some very constructive meas- 
ures which it urged the Convention to ac- 
cept. The most interesting of these is the 
suggestion for a cooperative enclosure 
house, a plan which is described in detail 








on later pages of this issue of the 
Publishers’ Weekly. This plan 
was heartily approved if one 
hundred agree to extend member- 
ship to second hand and religious book- 
shops. The Board of Trade also urged 
the Convention to endorse a campaign 
for sending books by telegraph. Further 
emphasis on the need of training for the 
profession of bookselling was strongly rec- 
ommended. The matter of revision of the 
code of trade ethics was taken up in detail, 
and the question of adequate compensation 
for bookselling was discussed. The pub- 
lishers were urged by the Convention to 
adopt a flat 40 per cent discount with 36 
per cent on pick-ups. 

The exhibit of the Year Round Book- 
selling Committee was, if possible, even 
more interesting and complete than usual, 
and Marion Humble’s report on the work 
was enthusiastically received. 

The College Bookstore Association, 
which is meeting at the same time as the 
American Booksellers’ Association, opened 
its sessions with a most interesting address 
by Dean Wilkins of the University of 
Chicago. Frederic G. Melcher awarded 
the Honorary Fellowships to the three 
members of the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation who have been chosen by their 
fellows for the honor this year. These 
were Marion Dodd of the Hampshire 
Bookshop of Northampton, Mass., John 
Loos of Brentano’s, Chicago, and E. Byrne 
Hackett of the Brick Row Book Shops of 
New Haven, Princeton and New York. 
Miss Dodd is the first woman to be elected 
an Honorary Fellow. She unfortunately 
was unable to receive her certificate in per- 
son, as she is sailing so soon for a summer 
abroad that she could not attend the Con- 
vention this year. 

Walter McKee has been re-elected presi- 
dent of the A. B. A. for next year. Hul- 
ings Brown, Stanley G. Remington and 


‘Anna Morris, were elected vice presidents, 


Harry Korner, secretary, and John Kidd, 
treasurer. The next Convention will be 


held in St. Louis. 
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The New Exhibit of Good Book-Making 


HE American Institute of Graphic 

Arts announces its Selection of Fifty 

Books of 1925. The public exhibition 
will be from May 15th to June 13th at the 
Grolier Club at 47 East Sixtieth Street, 
New York, of the fifty books selected by 
the jury of the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts, selected as representing the 
best-made books for the year from May, 
1924, to April, 1925. This is the third 
year that this selection has been made, and, 
after the first showing in New York, the 
books go on tour thruout the United 
States, thus giving a strong new impulse 
to the interest in fine printing. 

The Institute gave a special private 
opening on May 14th, when speeches were 
made by members of the jury and the 
medal of the Institute was presented to 
Carl Purington Rollins, director of typog- 
raphy for Yale University, for having had 
the most outstanding showing for the year. 
A book designed by Mr. Rollins entitled 
“Anchors of Tradition” by Caroline Haz- 
ard, published by the Yale University 
Press at $3, was the book selected as being 
the best book of the year, and there were 
five other books of Mr. Rollins’s planning 
in the exhibit, four of which were Yale 
University Press books and one privately 
printed entitled “Rasselas in the New 
World” by Chauncey Brewster Tinker. 

In connection with the exhibit in New 
York, there will be shown a collection of 
best French illustrated books, which will 
show the state of book manufacture in 
Paris. 

The list of the fifty books selected from 
nearly two hundred sent in for considera- 
tion is given herewith. Many booksellers 
in the past years have found this list of 
value in interesting customers who are col- 
lectors of fine printing or who may be 
interested in books from that point of view. 

It is interesting to notice that the biog- 
raphy of Barrett Wendell by M. A. De 
Wolfe Howe, which received the Pulitzer 
Prize for its literary qualities, is given a 
place here for its beauty of manufacture. 
Among other books that have been cur- 
rently shown in the bookshops are “Iron 


Men and Wooden Ships” from Doubleday, 
with the fine woodcut illustrations by Ed- 
ward A. Wilson; “The Masters of Modern 
Art” by Walter Pach, published by 
Huebsch; “The Appreciation of Art” by 
Eugen Neuhaus, published by Ginn; an 
attractive monograph of Gaston Lachaise 
by A. E. Gallatin, published by Dutton; 
and “Figures of the Passion of Our Lord” 
by Gabriel Miro, featured by Knopf dur- 
ing the Lenten season. Among others in- 
cluded from Knopf are special editions of 
Morley’s “Edmund Burke,” ‘The Kasidah 
of Haji Abdu El-Yezdi,” and Machen’s 
“Ornaments in Jade.” “Henry Thoreau” 
by Leon Bazalgette, published by Harcourt 
is included, and the University of Chicago 
Press is represented by one of its very 
attractive I2mos, “Some Contemporary 
Americans” by Percy H. Boynton, with 
typographical arrangement by Kittredge. 
Both Harvard and Yale University Press 
were represented by books of folk songs: 
“Folk Songs of the South” by John Har- 
rington Cox,” published by Harvard, and 
“Folk Songs of French Canada” by Marius 
Barbeau and Edward Sapir published by 
Yale. Rockwell Kent’s “Voyaging” is a 
book of wide popular interest that has been 
approved for its careful tie-up between 
text and illustrations. 

The genius of Updike and of Rogers, of 
course, shows thru in many books. Of 
Updike’s books there is his own volume 
of essays called “In the Day’s Work,” pub- 
lished by Harvard University Press and ex- 
hibited in the large paper edition, altho 
available in the trade edition; also his 
“South Country Studies” by Ester B. Car- 
penter, privately printed; also ‘Gaston 
Lachaise,” published by Dutton, and “In- 
veni Portam,” published by the Rowfant 
Club of Cleveland, a remarkable example 
of consistent typography and, in some ways 
more brilliant in special technique than any 
book in the exhibit. ‘A Dissertation on. 
Typographical Founderies” by Edward 
Rowe Mores, privately printed for the 
Grolier Club. 

Bruce Rogers is responsible for an out- 
standing volume in “The Portraits of In- 
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crease Mather” by Kenneth B. Murdock, 
privately printed, and is responsible in his 
work at the Rudge Press for “The Con- 
struction of Roman Letters” by Albert 
Diirer from Dunster House Bookshop; 
Morley’s “Burke,” issued by Knopf; “A 
Guide to the Arts of the Book” from the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art; and the 
catalog of the Morgan Library sold at ten 
cents at the New York Public Library; also 
Barrie’s “George Meredith” and Field’s 
“The Symbol and the Saint,” for trade 
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sale from the William E. Rudge Press. 

California printers including John Henry 
Nash, The Grabhorn Press and Taylor & 
Taylor are well represented, also the Pyn- 
son Printers of New York, who did, among 
other things, Harper’s- little book on Fal- 
staff. 

The care with which the exhibit was 
arranged and the encouragement given to 
lectures on fine printing thru slides, cata- 
logs, etc., makes this a traveling exhibit of 
increasing importance.

How Many Books Do We Print? 


HE government cencus of American 

industries, made every two years, is 

not available till some months there- 
after, as the tabulations take much time, 
and, with the 1925 census now under way, 
the 1923 figures for many industries are 
only now fully tabulated. Thru the court- 
esy of the census office, the Washington 
correspondent of the Publishers’ Weekly 
has been permitted to copy off figures 
printed in this number, which will be avail- 
able in a government pamphlet about 
July ist. 

It will be noticed that the total output 
of books and pamphlets has just doubled 
in nine years. It would be of more in- 
terest to the book-trade if books and pam- 
phlets could be separated in the census, as 
interpretation of what is a pamphlet is very 
flexible. The books certainly must consti- 
tute less than half of the 359,000,000. The 
statistics are gathered from all offices 
where printing and publishing is done, and 
the data asked for is that which covers 
manufacturing output during the calendar 
year, the law making it obligatory for 
every manufacturer to furnish census data. 
In the classifying of books, there must 

‘naturally be some allowance for error, as 
publishers would not always follow the 
same lines. 

Those who study book-trade matters will 
be surprised to see that there is less fiction 
sold than nine years ago. That there are 
fewer fiction titles we already know, but 
the tremendous increase in the sale of 
popular’ reprints would seem to indicate 
that the total quantity of production would 
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be maintained. It may be, however, that 
the falling off in the sale of paper-covered 
novels has something to do with this total. 

The figures on juveniles show that the 
total now is three times what it was nine 
years ago and this figure is 60% more than 
that of fiction. This seems to give indi- 
cation that there has been extraordinary 
development in the interest in children’s 
reading and that the great new outlets de- 
veloped by the department stores have 
added to the large quantities being con- 
sumed thru the regular outlets. 

The figures for history seem to go large 
and small in each alternate census. A pos- 
sible explanation of this, might be that, in 
1919, we were still producing a great many 
war books, in 1921 there was a slump from 
this, and in 1923 there was a great interest 
in general history, backed by the phenom- 
enal sale of Wells’s “Outline.” 

Religion and theology have doubled in 
sale in nine years. Books on education have 
doubled, but show a surprising falling off 
from two years ago. It might be that the 
great after-the-war readjustment in schools 
in providing new textbooks was respon- 
sible for the last increase in the year 1921. 
The real significance of the figures is that 
the total consumption of such printed mat- 
ter has doubled in nine years. It means 
that the machinery has of necessity in- 
creased, and the need for further perfec- 
tion of machinery is still with us, if we 
are to keep up the growth. 


How Is Trade? 


OMMENTING on tthe general 

state of trade, the National City 

Bank, in its May ist summaries, 
states: 

“In all lines buying is closely confined 
to immediate needs, and this has been the 
rule for so long that it has become prac- 
tically an assurance that stocks in dealers’ 
and consumers’ hands are light, and that 
buying must be continuous unless consump- 
tion declines.” 

There is no reason to think that con-: 
sumption will decline below the present 
level. It is not as high as it might be, and 
any change should be in the direction of 
an increase, but there is nothing in sight 
to cause a decrease. 

Newspapers have been giving consider- 
able space to the discussion of the campaign 
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of economy as started in Washington, and 
many business men have said that the 
present curtailing of retail purchases in 
various lines is due to the psychological 
effect of much talking about economy. The 
business men seem to be willing to praise 
President Coolidge for economizing in 
government expense, but dislike any sug- 
gestion that economy be carried further 
than in the government budgets. 


Important Copyright Opinion 


HE following opinion of section 41 

| of the Perkins Bill has been issued 

by E. J. MacGillivray, counsel of 

the Incorporated Society of Authors, Play- 

wrights and Composers, London. Mr. 

MacGillivray is the most eminent English 
authority on copyright. 

“The most serious defect in the bill is 
the omission to make provision which 
would enable a British author to assign or 
license his American copyright to an 
American publisher on terms which will 
enable such publisher to enjoy an exclusive 
market. In the case of the work of an 
American citizen, it is provided by clause 
41 that authorized foreign reprints, if im- 
ported for sale or hire, may be excluded 
at the American Customs if (1) the agree- 
ment authorizing the reprint stipulates that 
it shall not be imported into America; (2) 
the said agreement is recorded in the copy- 
right office at Washington; and (3) the 
Secretary to the Treasury and Postmaster- 
General have been notified. In the case 
of the work of a British author there is 
no authority to prohibit the importation of 
copies other than ‘piratical copies.’ The 
meaning of ‘piratical’ is not defined, but 
presumably it indicates copies made with- 
out the authority of the owner of the copy- 
right in the country where such copies are 
made or made in a country where the 
work is not protected by copyright. 

“The Bill, therefore, does not protect 
an American assignee or licensee of a 
British author’s work from the importa- 
tion from England or elsewhere of copies 
which have been lawfully made with the 
authority of the owner of the copyright 
in the country of their manufacture. 

“In my opinion the prohibition against 
importation should be much wider even 
than that contained in clause 41 as re- 
gards the works of American citizens. For 
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the works of all authors and for all classes 
of works there should be an absolute right 
to the owner of the copyright in the United 
States to prohibit the importation of any 
copy of the work not authorized by him to 
be imported. An owner of copyright ought 
to have an absolute right to produce and 
sell the work how and when he pleases 
within his own territory. It is only by the 
recognition of this right that the author 
can get the best price for his property, and 
the result, of course, is not to starve the 
public, but in the long run to give the 
public a much better supply of literature 
than they would otherwise have. ‘There 
seems, however, to be no objection to mak- 
ing an exception as in the present Ameri- 
can Act which would permit the importa- 
tion of single copies from abroad for private 
use or for the use of certain specified 
libraries.” 


The Function of the Critic 
NEW YORK producer has called 


for the suppression of the dramatic 

critics claiming that they “do enor- 
mous harm” and that “the public no longer 
pay the slightest attention to them.” The 
reply of the New York Times has many 
parallels with the situation of the book 
critics. 

“The subject of critics is one upon which 
there is no little confusion of thought. It 
may be doubted whether many realize fully 
that the so-called dramatic critics are not 
primarily critics at all, but only reporters. 
When a play is produced the newspaper 
reader wants to know what sort of a thing 
it is. The names of author and actors tell 
him much, and the theme involved tells 
him more. But the final decision rests on 
something beyond these matters of fact. 
He must know how one and all have ac- 
quitted themselves. There the critical 
function comes in.. What the reader wants 
to know is how the play would appeal to 
him personally. From the news point of 
view, the ideal dramatic reporter would 
say all things to all men. That is, of course, 
impossible. However the reporter may 
pluralize himself, his reactions remain 
those of the first person singular. So read- 
ers learn to follow the man whose prefer- 
ences most nearly agree with their own, or 
whose record of passing events seems most 
vivid, complete and fair-minded.”

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Interpretation of Records 


Tenth Lecture in New York Bookselling Course 


was the subject of the tenth lecture 

in the Retail Bookselling Course 
at the College of the City of New York. 
It was delivered by Cedric Crowell and 
tho the subject would seem uninteresting 
it was, like both of Mr. Crowell’s pre- 
ceding lectures, full of interest while keep- 
ing strictly to the point. 

“A book should be routed from the time 
it comes to the seller until it goes into the 
hands of. the customer and collection has 
been made,” were Mr. Crowell’s opening 
words. The process of ordering, stocking 
and selling a book was then followed thru. 

Before you order, get the hard facts 
about discount, terms, cash discount, etc. 
If at all possible give a written order and 
keep a duplicate on file so as to insure pur- 
chasing within your allowance, as well as 
receipt of the books you ordered. If you 
are purchasing from an out of town house, 
don’t ask to have the goods shipped the 
easiest way, which is generally the most 
expensive, but specify the routing. If your 
order is small, and from various publishers, 
place it with an enclosure house which will 
fill the order and ship the goods to you in 
one parcel. 

The stock will arrive before or after the 
bill or with the bill attached. If before, 
be sure to keep the books off the shelves 
until the bill arrives and the receipts have 
been checked against the written order. 
For future reference give bills a register 

- number to enter in register books. Num- 
bering should start from the numeral one, 

j at the beginning of each month. If the 
P order and receipts agree, mark the books 
* to identify age, cost price, selling price 
. and registry number. Probably the sim- 
plest form is to use A to represent the first 
year in business, B the second, C the third, 
and so on. A small numeral placed to the 
right and a bit above the letter will indi- 
cate the month. Thus, a book marked 
A’ / 36, $2.00 was bought in the first 
year of business, the second month, or 
February; its registry number is 36 and its 
selling price is $2.00. If you wish to in- 
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clude the cost price a cipher word is neces- 
sary. One most frequently used is Trade 
Quick. Each letter represents a number 
in the following’ order: 
TRADE. OUICK 
L224 5 6:73:39 6 
Thus: RTK represents $2.10. 
There are three methods of sale: cash, 
charge and C.O. D. In making cash sales 
beware of short-change artists. Be sure, 


‘with charge accounts, that you have the 


customer’s full address and that you record 
sales immediately rather than trust to 
memory. For C.O.D. sales record the 
title of the book, where it’s going and its 
price. Be sure parcels sent out are prop- 
erly packed and if they are mailed, that 
they are insured. 

“T cannot too strongly recommend the 
keeping of purchase and operation budgets,” 
said Mr. Crowell. “Bookkeeping is as 
necessary to successful business as breath- 
ing is to life.” Inventories on January 
first by cost price, selling price and age 
and on July first by age and selling price 
enable you to compare figures from year 
to year and anticipate losses and gains. 
Inventories of classified stock enable you 
to determine and compare the amount tied 
up in poetry, drama, etc. 

Following are the two comparative 
table forms, the first for cost price and 
selling price ; the second for classified stock:

special committee, with Ernest Eisele 
as chairman, to investigate the possibilities 
of having a cooperative clearing house along 
the lines that are in common use in all the 
European book centers.

The Board of Trade received so many 
favorable replies that it brought the matter 
to the attention of the National Association 





of Book Publishers for comment and sug- 
gestion in the following letter addressed 
to: Marion Humble, the executive secretary. 


Dear Miss Humble:— 

With reference to the conversation we 
had the other evening, I take pleas- 
ure in now giving you the information 
deduced from the questionnaire sent out 
regarding the proposed Co-operative En- 
closure and Clearing House. You will 
find enclosed a copy of the questionnaire, 

There have been sent out in all one 
hundred and forty-two copies of this cir- 
cular, to which sixty-two answers have 
been received. 

The first question, “Are you using at 
present for your direct orders to New York 
and Boston Publishers, the service of a 
regular Enclosure House and to what ex- 
tent?”, has been answered in the negative 
except by ten people and these ten people 
are using six different Enclosure Houses :— 
Kelly, Booker, Fenno, Universal Car-Load- 
ing, New York Packing and Forwarding 
House. 

The second part of the first question, 
“Or the'services of a Wholesale House?”, 
has been answered in only three instances, 
both the American News Company and 
Baker and Taylor being mentioned. 

Regarding question number two, the 
people who have been using the Enclosure 
Houses, seem. to have been satisfied on the 
whole with the service received, altho in 
some cases. this service is criticised as slow 
and expensive. 

Question number three has been abso- 
lutely answered in the affirmative by the 
entire list of returns. ‘Have you an in- 
terest in maintaining and increasing your 
direct contact with the publishing houses 
of Boston and New. York?” 

Question number four, “Do you prefer 
or do you find it to your advantage to 
deal exclusively thru 2 Wholesale House?” 
has been answered by only four houses in 
the affirmative and these are small ones. 

Question number five,“Would you be 
willing to support a co-operative Enclo- 
sure and Clearing House, a system prac- 
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ticed in foreign countries?” has been an- 

swered in the affirmative by forty-nine 

houses and in the negative by thirteen 
houses. Those answering the question nega- 
tively are scattered all over the country :-— 

Amsterdam, New York - New Brunswick, 

New Jersey - Clarksburg, W. Virginia - 

Ceder Rapids, lowa- Waterbury, Conn. - 

Stamford, Conn.- St. Paul, Minn.- Seattle, 

Washington - Syracuse, New York and 

Utica, New York. 

A few of the department stores, having 
book departments, which have answered 
the questionnaire, advised that they have, 
of course, their New York offices here 
thru which their orders are attended to. 

On the whole, from the answers received, 
we may conclude that the retail trade is 
very favorably disposed toward the scheme 
if it can be properly carried out. 

The fundamental principles of the 
Clearing House are to be a simplification 
of the relations between booksellers and 
publishers and should work out to the bene- 
fit of both. 

The functions of such Clearing House 
or Package Exchange are threefold:- 

1, To simplify connections between the 
New York retailer and New York 
publisher. 

2. To simplify connections between the 
out-of-town publisher and the New 
York retailer. 

3. To simplify connections between the 
New York publisher and the retailer 
thruout the country. 

The waste involved in the present way 
of doing business, which has been criticised 
in previous reports and which cannot be 
described here, has been clearly exposed 
in the Publishers’ Weekly of February 2, 
1918, and in communications received by 
the Publishers’ Weekly and printed in the 
November 10, 1917, number. 

No doubt the relations between the two 
branches of the trade can be simplified by 
_ cooperation in establishing a package ex- 
change at a central point. It will solve 
quite a number of problems for the retailer 
by enabling him to concentrate direct orders 
for the publishers at one point and have 
them forwarded from there at the cheapest 
possible rate, thereby saving him some 
money. It will also enable him to receive 
all: shorts or publications temporarily out 
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of stock with the publishers, without any 
delay at the moment the books are available 
again and so allow him to keep his stock 
very flexible. 

In view of the fact that this Committee 
is going to present the results of this in- 
vestigation to the American Booksellers’ 
Convention to be held in Chicago in the 
month of May and of the interest the lead- 
ing firms in the country have shown in the 
scheme, I would be glad to have you place 
the matter. before your Board and have it 
consider the desirability of co-operating 
with the booksellers in this matter. The 
co-operation of the publishers is absolutely 
vital. A co-operative delivery scheme of 
the publishers will be the ultimate out- 
come of the creation of such a Clearing 
House, a factor much to the advantage’ of 
the publishing trade in general.

The publishers appointed a special com- 

mittee to look into the matter which 
consists of William Morrow of Frederick 
A. Stokes Company, Herbert S. Baker of 
Baker & Taylor Company and F. L. Reed 
of Grosset & Dunlap. The report of this 
committee is printed in the current bulle- 
tin of the National Association of Book 
Publishers, as follows: 

“The Executive Committee of the Asso- 
ciation appointed a special committee to 
consider the matter of a clearing-house for 
book shipments proposed by a committee of 
the American Booksellers’ Association. 
This special committee consisted of Mr. 
William Morrow, Frederick A. Stokes 
Company; Mr Herbert S, Baker, Baker 
and Taylor; Mr. F. L. Reed, Grosset and 
Dunlap 

“After conference with Ernest Eisele, 
chairman of the Booksellers’ Committee, 
and careful consideration, Mr. Morrow’s 
committee reported for the Executive Com- 
mittee and a copy of this report has been 
sent to Mr. Eisele: 

“The special committee appointed by the 
Executive Committee of the Association at 
its meeting of March 10 for the purpose 
of studying the matter of a proposed co- 
operative Enclosure and Clearing House ad- 
vocated by a committee of the American 
Booksellers’ Association, has given careful

study to the material furnished it by Mr. 
Eisele, Chairman of the special committee 
of the Booksellers’ Association, has held an 
extended meeting at which Mr. Eisele was 
present and has listened to his arguments 
in favor of the proposed clearing house and 
has also held a second meeting at which 
the conclusions of the committee have been 
formulated. 

“Tt is the conclusion of the committee 
that our Association should approve in 
principle of the proposed Enclosure and 
Clearing House for the reason that if such 
a clearing house can be instituted and op- 
erated in an effective manner with a suf- 
ficient number of booksellers making use 
of it, the advantages to publishers will 
be sufficient to offset and more than offset 
any additional expense and trouble that 
may be required in co-operating with the 
clearing house. The additional expense 
that might be incurred would be the cost 
of delivering to the clearing house packages 
of books which at present may be ordered 
sent by express direct from the publishers’ 
shipping rooms. This expense would prob- 
ably be small compared with the advantage 
and profit to the publishers of being in posi- 


tion to fill orders for books delayed in 
manufacture and not ready for shipment 
until that period in the season at which 
booksellers so frequently send general can- 
cellations of orders. "The matter of ad- 
ditional trouble would lie in the work in- 
volved in arranging for deliveries before 
some definite hour of the various orders 
from booksellers who get their shipments 
thru the clearing. house. 

“Your committee does not recommend 
or wish to see the Association recommend 
that publishers take any direct share in 
the financing of the clearing house or that 
they be actively connected with the man- 
agement of it. 

“To express our conclusions differently, 
we feel that if a group of booksellers or 
if the members of the American Booksell- 
ers’ Association have sufficient confidence 
in this clearing house plan to undertake 
the establishment and maintenance of such 
an institution, the members of the National 
Association of Book Publishers should 
show themselves interested in the efforts 
of the booksellers that, are directed toward 
the prompter furnishing of books and ship- 
ment of them.”

AMY LOWELL 


»- AMY LOWELL 


Amy LoweLL, poet, essayist, critic and 
biographer, died at the age of fifty on May 
i2th at her home in Brookline, Mass., after 
a paralytic stroke. 

Miss Lowell was generally recognized 
as the chief exponent of vers libre, or as 
she called it in her latest published work, 
“cadenced verse.” She was born in Brook- 
line, Mass., in 1874, coming from distin- 
guished New England stock, being a sister 
of Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, president of 
Harvard University. Her education was 
gained thru tutoring, some private school- 
ing and travel—travel which took her into 
almost every part of the world. She did 
not choose poetry as a career until she was 
twenty-eight, and then prepared patiently 
and persistently for eight years before she 
published her first poem. The volume of 
her output was then steady and varied. 

Her first .book, “A Dome of Many-Col- 
oured Glass,” was published in 1912 and 
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was followed by “Sword Blades and Poppy 
Seed” in 1914; “Six French Poets,” 1915; 
“Men, Women and Ghosts,” 1916; “Ten- 
dencies In Modern American Poetry,” 
1917; “Legends,” 1921; (with Florence 
Ayscough) “Fir Flower Tablets—Poems 
Translated from the Chinese,” 1921; 
“A Critical Fable,” 1922, and in February 
of this year by her monumental “John 
Keats,” which, in the list of best sellers for 
this month wins sixth place. 

One of her most admiring critics has 
said: “She has wielded a _ controversial 
cudgel with one hand, and, with the other 
she has written Chaucerian stanzas, poly- 
phonic prose, monologs in her native New 
England dialect, irregular vers libre, con- 
servative couplets, translations from the 
French, echoes from the Japanese, even 
primitive re-creations of Indian folk-lore.” 

In 1918, Miss Lowell was’ Phi Beta 
Kappa poet of Tufts College and was 
similarly honored by Columbia in 1920. 
She also received the degree of Litt. D., 
in 1920 from Baylor University. She de- 
livered lecture courses at the Brooklyn In- 
stitute of Arts and Science, 1917-18, and 
was the Francis Bergen foundation lec- 
turer at Yale in 1921 and Marshall Woods 
lecturer at Brown in the same year. It 
was in preparing for her lecture at Yale 
that Miss Lowell discovered that she either 
owned, or had access to, enough unknown 
Keats material to warrant the publication 
of a critical biography. 

The last recognition of Miss Lowell’s 
place in the American world of letters 
was the dinner of April 4th at the Hotel 
Somerset, Boston, when that town paid its 
respects to its poet by a banquet which the 
Providence Journal proclaimed “ a great 
tribute to a great writer in a great town.” 
Miss Lowell spoke briefly and read from 
her poems and it was at this time that she 
announced that a new book of poems, all 
of them about New England and titled 
“What’s O’Clock?” would be published 
in the fall. 


HERBERT QUICK 


HERBERT QuIcK, author and editor, 
died in Columbus, Mo. of heart disease, on 
May toth. He was stricken after an ad- 
dress to students attending Journalism 
Week at the University. John Herbert 
Quick was born near Steamboat Rock, 
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Grundy County, lowa, October 
23rd, 1861. He was reared on a 
farm and attended country schools. 
On April 9th, 1890, he married 
Ella D. Corey of Syracuse, N. Y. 
He began life as a school teacher. 
He was admitted to the lowa 
Bar in 1889, and practiced law in 
Sioux City until 1909. He was 
mayor of Sioux City. From 1909- 
1916 he was editor of Farm and 
Fireside, then was for three years 
on the Federal Farm Loan Bureau 
at Washington. On his resigna- 
tion in June, 1919, President Wil- 
son thanked him for organizing 
the board and initiating its exceedingly 
useful functions. In 1920, Mr. Quick 
was a colonel in the Red Cross, afterwards 
was chairman of the organization in charge 
of affairs in the Far East, and operated 
the closing of the Red Cross operations in 
Siberia. He wrote many articles on farm 
topics and politics. He was a contributor 
to the Saturday Evening Post and the 
Country Gentleman. He was the chroni- 
cler of Iowa, of a time when men battled 
with nature and created one of the richest 
states of the Union. Among his best known 
books are: “Fairyland of America,” 1902; 
“Aladdin and Company,” 1904; “Double 
Trouble,” 1905; “Vandemark’s Folly,” 
1922, and “The Hawkeye,” 1923. 


“LARRY” EVANS 


“Larry” Evans, author of many popu- 
lar tales of the west, died April 30th in 
Arizona, where he lost the fight against 
tuberculosis which he has been waging for 
nineteen years. He was buried in Bound 
Brook, N. J. His publisher, Eugene S. 
Fly, was with him in Tucson, Arizona, at 
the time of his death. Among his books 
are “Cassidy,” “Then IJ’ll Come Back to 
You,” “Winner Takes All,” “Mollie 
Moore” and “Satin Slipper.”

Luther S. Livingston after his appoint- 
ment to the librarianship of the Harry El- 
kins Widener Memorial Collection at Har- 
vard University Library, there has just 
been issued another of the “Livingston Re- 
prints,” consisting of Benjamin Franklin’s 
letters to Madame Helvetius and Madame 
La Frete, with an explanatory note by 
Mr. Livingston taken from the Grolier 
Club book issued in 1914, “Franklin and 
His Press at Passy.” Only 125 copies have’ 
been printed at the Harvard University 
Press, and the little brochure of thirty-two 
pages contains facsimile reproductions of 
four of the little bagatelles issued by 
Franklin from his Paris presse The 
frontispiece is a fine photogravure of 
Madame Helvetius, and the reprint is a 
delightful ‘addition to a series sure to be 
treasured by all who are fortunate enough 
to obtain copies of the very limited issues.

lection of C. F. Gaunt of Churchfield, 
Warwickshire, England; the modern 
library of Edmund C. Wendt of this city; 
and the library of the late Major William 
L. Wallace of Ashland, Ky., will be sold 
at the Anderson Galleries May 20 and 21. 
The first portion of this catalog containing 
the Gaunt collection of colored plate books 
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of military uniforms of various countries, 
histories of regiments in the British Army, 
represents the gathering of Mr. Gaunt and 
his ancestors for a long period, and com- 
prises the scarce Ackermann publications, 
together with the rare and important works 
of Ambert, Bellange, Bradford, Eckert and 
Monten, Heath, James, Marcouard, Mey- 
rick and Smith, Moorsom, Orme, Row- 
landson, Smith, Vernet, and others, to- 
gether with The Gentleman’s Magazine of 
Fashions, Costumes, and Regimentals of 
the Army, a very rare periodical published 
between 1828 and 1836, with nearly 300 


brilliantly colored plates. 
66 A CATALOGUE of Books by or 
Relating to Dr. Johnson and Mem- 
bers of His Circle” is the arresting title 
of Elkin Matthews’s Catalog No. 5, 
which fills 110 pages with Johnsoniana. 
But this is more than a catalog, it is a 
desirable first edition of John Drinkwater 
for he has written a capital introduction. 
The catalog is replete with scholarly and 
illuminating notes. Mr. Drinkwater says: 
“T am sure someone has called Johnson 
the most famous Englishman; in any case 
the designation may pass, and every one 
will at least allow that he was the first 
figure of his age, that his age was, in fact, 
Johnson’s age. And he led a society of 
first-raters, one of England’s greatest 
statesmen, one of her greatest painters, her 
most versatile man of genius (if a best 
novel, a best poem and a best play are good 
for the title), the founder of her political 
economy, her most famous historian, per- 
haps her greatest actor, her incontestably 
first biographer and a host of only smaller 
talents.” Mr. Drinkwater is not a John- 
son collector, but he commends those who 
are and urges upon them this catalog as a 
good starting point. 


T the sale of the library of the late 

Henry Cole Quinby of this city and 
the private collection of Elizabeth B. 
Stansfield of Springfield, Ill., at the An- 
derson Galleries on May 4 and 5, the 
signed manuscript of Stevenson’s account 
of “My First Book—Treasure Island,” 
written on eight pages, folio, brought 
$3,750. This manuscript appeared in The 
Idler for August, 1894, and McClure’s 
Magazine for September, 1894, followed 
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by its publication in book form together 
with other similar relations by Rudyard 
Kipling, A. Conan Doyle, Jerome K. 
Jerome, Bret Harte, A. T. Quiller-Couch, 
Robert Buchanan, and many others, later 
in the year under the general title, “My 
First Book.” Stevenson said in the first 
lines of this relation: “Treasure Island” 
was far from being his first book, but being 
aware that his “‘paymaster, the Great Pub- 
lic, regards what else I have written with 
indifference, if not aversion. . . and when 
I am called to tell of my first book, no 
question in the world but what is meant 
is my first novel.” An intimate author’s 
presentation copy of Stevenson’s “A Child’s 
Garden of Verses,’ 16mo, New York, 
1888, the rare first American edition sold 
for $520. The 520 lots brought $8,937.
